10. (Amended) Pharmaceutical preparation comprising at least one medicament 
according to one o f Claims 7-to-9 and, if appropriate, vehicles and/or excipients and, if 
appropriate, other active compounds. 

1 1 . (Amended ) Use of peptide compounds according to Claims 1 to 6 and/or their 
physiologically acceptable salts for the production of a medicament for controlling disorders 
which are based on an expression and pathological function of a v P 6 integrin receptors. 

13. (Amended) Recombinant DNA comprising a sequence which codes for a 
peptide section which corresponds to a peptide compound of Claims 1=6. 

15. (Amended) Virus, characterized in that it possesses a coat protein which has a 
sequence which corresponds to a peptide compound of Claims 1=6. 
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
